AN ULTIMATUM KOW

The situation in connection 
with the local shipping dispute 
has materially developed since 
the combined Guilds first took 
action. 


Ata meeting of about 35 mem- 
bers of the Guilds held yesterday 
afternoon it was decided, without 
a disssntient voice,-to fight the 
dispute to an end. This course 
of action was dictated by the 
fact that it was announced that 
Hots single reply to or acknow- 
ledgement of the request that 
officers’ scale of wages should be 
tucreased had been received from 
the Chinese owners of the river 
boats concerned, whilst the’ Ship- 
owners’ Protection Associstion, 
which covers the coast ships, had 
replied that they could’ not -meet 
the demand in view of the present 
state of the shipping market. 


The meeting resolved that the 
Companies concerned be notified 
that the. master, officers and 
engineers of the vessels concerned 
will refuse to take the vessels to 
sea from whatever Port that may 
be at on December 17 unless a 
satisfactory arrangement has 
been arrived at. This means that 
whatvirtually amounts to astrike 
will commence onthat date unless 
satisfaction is given. 

In addition’ to the vessels 
already excluded from the present 
demand, are thosa operated by 
Messrs. Nemazee and’ Company 
and thess. Haitan, operated by 
Measrs. Snowman and C smpany, 
as these owners slready pay the 
full China Coast scale, including 
Home leave, ete. They will, 
therefore, not be affected. 


‘We learn from the officials of 
the Guilds: that full preparations 
are being made fora struggle that 
may last three weeks or more, 


Should there beno arrangement 
come to and ‘the boats affected 
cease to run, the Colony will 
undoubtedly suffer severely from 
a shortage of foodstuffs as the

Clemenceau sat at the Treaty 
table they sat as the delegates of 
their respective legislative cham- 
bers and ax such they embodied 
in themselves the sole treaty- 
making power of the State. 
Executive as well as’ Legis- 
lative. 

The American position is vast- 
ly different. as the President in 
no sense rises or falls by Con- 
gressional majority and embodies 
within himself no power to speak 
for or on behalf of the legislative 
branch, unless by special enact- 
ment, When President Wilson 
gat at the Peace Conference he 
represented: himself alone as the 
American Executive, but not the 
co-ordinate legislative power. the 
Senate. In other words, . the 
Peace Conference in dealing with 
President Wilson dealt witn only 
half of the Treaty-making power 

_of the United’ States end with a 
half which not only could | not 
speak for the other, half, but 
which was distinctly out of 
harmofiy with it. 

The constitution of the United 
States is specific on this point aB 
quoted below Art. 25ec.2: “He 
{the President) shall have power 
by and with the adviceand consent 
of the Senate, to make Treaties 
provided two-thirds of the Senat- 
ors present concur”. .

CAST STEEL ‘SHIPS.

AN IMPROVED LIFEBUOY. 
An iraprovement in the cover- 
ing of lifebuoys has been made 
_| by Captain F. W. Jones of the s. 
Cheunchow in w hich the buoy is 
covered with closely woven rattan 
in place of the painted canvas at 
present in use. The advantages 
are that the buoy i is much lighter 
in actual weight and has, in 
addition, quite 30 per cent. more 
buoyancy in the water when 
compared witha canvas covered 
buoy which has received four or 
five coats of paint. " When it is 
remembered that canvas covers’ 
receive as much as 20 coats 
during the life of the _buoy and 
that the rattan cover requi res no 
paint, the advantage in this 
respect is obvious. Further, the 
rattan coveringallows ofacertain 
amount of ventilation to the cork 
beneath preventing the rotting 
that is so common = feature of 
Canvas coveref buss owing to 
water gaining admi*tance through 
small leaks and being retained in 
the,buoy.
